The deceased was struck by the last 


train ;ast night or the first train this 
morning. The body was badly muti- 
lated. Whether the man was walking 
along the track when killed or whether 
the body was placed on the rails, is yet 
unsolved. The vicinity where the body 
was found is a gathering place of sea- 
faring men and abounds with low re- 
sorts. The theory is suggested that the

entirely inadequate for the uses ol' the 
White house. 


This service is handsome, and cost 


S25,(00, -bur time lias left its marks on 
1;, as well as having seen service at 
the hands ut careless servant?, who will 
break expensive 
dishes 
as 
well as 


cheap ones. 


This service was designed by Theo- 


dore R. Davis and illustrated exclus- 
ively in American fauna and flora. The 
designs were 
rnatlo 
in water color, 


anil, although in nearly every Instance 
they arc bold and striking, they were 
ditTicult to reproduce on porcelain with 
hard mineral colors, and to successful- 
ly accomplish this it was necessary to 
invent new methods and have recourse 
to 
peculiar 
mechanical 
appliances. 


This service was made to be used for 
siaii> occasions and hail always been 
K r e a t l y admired. 


^Irs. Roosevelt, 
however, 
wanted 


soincthing different to that which was 
already in use. and nearly a year ago 
she sent lor rharles 'M. Van Heusen, 
of Albany, X. Y., and 
commissioned 


him to visit the noted factories with 
tlie idea ut' submitting a collection of 
wimples, for Mrs. Roosevelt's Inspec- 
tion. 
Slit said she. was in no hurry 


for it. and did not care particularly 
whether the set was finished in time 
for her husband's administration, but 
she wanted something" for the White 
house which would be in keeping" with 
th- dignity of it, and when she "left 
the place the f u t u r e occupants would 
have a service ot" which they might 
well be proud. 


President Roosevelt was also much 


interested in the matter and took part 
in the 
discussions 
relative 
to what 


should be selected. 
One disadvantage 


which 
the 
democratic 
simplicity 
of 


this country boasts of is that there 
are r.o herahly emblems, and Mr. Van 
Hcusen, also his patrons, were anx-, 
ious to have a service which would be 
distinctly known as the "White house 
service." There are. however, but iwo 
or three emblems which c-in be used <o 
denote the President's position. One is 


his personal seal, 
but 
which is the 


same as the seal of any notary public. 
The other is the great seal of the Unit- 
ed States, which is so rarely seen now' 
that but few are acquainted with it. 
It was finally determined that the great 
seal should be enameled on the service, 
and then the hunt for samples com- 
menced. 


After several months 
of searching 


Mr. Van Heusen submitted to Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Roosevelt for their per- 
sonal approval seventy-eight 
different 


an<J exclusive destgns. 
They ranged 


in price from 
,$1S,000 to ?50,000. .For 


months 
the 
mutter 
had 
been 
the 


thought of many of the noted decora- 
tors of china, and possibly never be- 
fore has there been a more beautiful 
collection of original designs in ceram- 
ic art presented to the consideration 
of any with a similar idea in view. It 
seemed as if any taste could be grati- 
fied. 
Deep, rich reds, Beautiful blues 


and yellows, rose du Barries, and the 
different shades of greens, to the sim- 
plest treatments that can be imagined, 
we're submitted 
to

White house. 


It was a hard matter to arrive at a 


selection immediately, but Mrs. Roose- 
velt was determined upon one thing, 
am.1 that was that the design should 
be simple and not at all gaudy. 
Her 


tastes in this dh^etion were quite sim- 
ple, as well as quiet and refined. 
As- 


sisted by her husband, who took as 
much interest in the matter as she 
did, Mrs. Roosevelt finally selected toy 
the While house service a simple co- 
lonial pattern in gold, with Uie obverse- 
or front of the great seal of the Unit- 
ed States 
onamek-d 
in 
color 
as the 


decorative feature. 
This design will be 


exclusively for the White house, and 


is copyrighted- It is the first time that 
the great seaJ has been used for such 
a purpose. 


That there should be no flaw in the 


service Mrs. Roosevelt stated that the 
manufacturers should take all the time 
they needed, so- as to have a. perfect 
set, and she did not care if it was a 
year or more before the set was fin- 
ished. 
But she will not ,Be obliged to 


wait that long, for it la expected the 
service can be used for one of the Jan- 
uary functions 
at 
the White house. 


The china will be perfect In every de- 
tail and the great seal will 'be so per- 
fect that even when put under a mag- 
nifying glass it improves. 


The White house service will con- 


sist of fifteen dozen dinner plates, ten 
dozen breakfast plates, ten dozen tea 
plaCas, live 
dozen 
bread 
and butter 


plates, ten 
dozen 
soup 
plates, eight 


dozen after dinner coffee cups and sau- 
cers, ten dozen tea cups and saucers, 
ten dozen fish plates, and twenty-four 
ten dozenoysterplates. ten dozen 
fish 


plates,and twenty-four platters. 


The glassware is also strikingly beau- 


tiful. 
It consists of 144 pieces, and is 


of such a delicate cut that Us beauty

PRACTICAL T R A I N I N G FOR GIRLS 


Into the realm of practical education 


a new "study" is to 
be ' introduced. 


"Store practice" is what it will prob- 
ably 'be cal'.ed, though so little are its 
details worked out that even this title 
cannot be said to have been definitely 
adopted. It is New York city that has 
brought this'fresh idea into being, and 
It is in the new Girls' Technical High 
School that starts this fall and will be 
in full operation 
by 
midwinter that 


"store practice" will be established. 


Principal 
William McAndrew, who 


will build up this Girls' Technical High 
School, made a careful study this sum- 
mer of the avenues for work open for 
the average New York girls who must 
wholly or partially support themselves 
after they get to 16 or 17. He found 
that a large percentage made their way 
into the department stores and other 
shops of the metropolis, taking places 
as 
saleswomen. 
Owing to marriage 


the personnel of the saleswomen forces, 
he further discovered, was constantly 
changing, and there was always room 
for fresh recruits. 
His investigations 


and his 
talks 
with 
employers also 


showed him that there would be a large 
demand for girls who were trained. 


The new "Girls' Trade School" will 


occupy the old 
Twelfth 
.street: school 


building. 
There, in two years' course 


these new 
technical 
features will be 


taught, 


A department store in miniature 
Is 


to be the chief feature, and the really 
valuable: 
part 
of 
this saleswomen's 


course. This will be fitted up as com- 
pletely as 
will 
the domestic science 


laboratory, 
the dressmakers' depart- 


ment, the commercial rooms (for cleri- 
cal work) of the school. 


Here girls will be taught, first of all. 


the manners and the deportment thai; 
go to mak<? up a successful saleswoman, 
which modern department store man- 


agers say Is half the battle. Then they 
will be instructed expertly In weights 
and measures, in the art of doing up 
bundles; they will 
be taught about 


goods- and merchandise of all sorts, 
qualities, .prices, 
handling. 
Besides 


this, much attention will be given to 
penmanship that is plain and figuring 
that is accurate. 


Thus the young girl by the time this 


course is completed will have a. very, 
clear idea of just how big stores and 
small stores e.re run, and in her line 
she will be an expert, trained with a 
good deal of care not^only how to sell, 
but how to behave. 


Girls are to enter this course after 


graduating from the grammar school, 
averaging fourteen years of age. 
The 


first year of the "trades school" course 
will be general, and its study obliga- 
tory. 
AH the girls will take the same 


course, 
this 
comprising 
English 


French, German or Spanish; home am] 
social science (to include cooking, the 
managing of homes, sewing), a little 
primary chemistry, elementary nurs- 
ing, 
and some of the important prin- 


ciples of 
sanitation, penmanship and 


stenography; commercial arithemetic, 
physiology and physical culture, music, 
design and drawing. 


In the second the courses will di- 


vide, with only the language and Eng- 
lish being carried on in all, together 
with a little history and "civics." Then 
each 
girl 
may 
choose 
the, special 


branch she wants. 


SCHOOL OF ETHICAL CULTURE, 
Nearly one 
million 
dollars 
will be 


spent at once by the.Society for Ethical 
Culture of New York in building and 
equipped a large and handsome se.hool 
at the 
northwest corner 
of Central 


Park .and Sixty-third street. More tt3 
half a million dollars has been sulj 
scribed to the building" fund. 


For several months the work of ei 


cavating and 
laying the foundations 


has been In progress. 
This muc.h 


construction 
practically is completed. 


The school building, which will have a 
frontage of 139 feet on Centra! Park 
west, and 100 feet on Sixty-third street, 
will fqrm an L. inclosing a court fifty 
feet square on tile west side. It will be 
of limestone an'd brick. 
The 
sc'hool 


part of the building will Include the 
ftve stories above ground. There will 
be a basement and a sub-basement, and 
also a roof garden. The sub-basement 
w!H contain the boilers, engines, elec- 
tric light plant and ventilating outfit. 
The gymnasium, 
manual training de- 


partment and cloakrooms will be In the 
basement. The gymnasium will extend 
under the court anij be two stories 
high, with a glass roof. On the ground 
floor will be the offices of the society, 
together w.ith the school administra- 
tion offices, teachers' rooms and kinder- 
garten. It will also contain rooms for 
the normal classes. The elementary 
school, library, high school, ethical de- 
partment, domestic science rooms and 
u. small museum for objects of scien- 
tific interest, will be on the second, 
third and fourth floors, while the fifth 
floor will be devoted to the laborator- 
ies and art work. 
The pupils will use 


the roof garden for a playground, and 
the kindergarten classes will cultivate 
flowers and vegetables there. 


Exclusive of 
the 
normal 
school, 


which will have about 150 students, the 
school department 
will 
accommodate 


about 600 pupils. The new building, it 
is expected, will be ready for occu- 
pancy by next fall.

Although suburban birds 'are neith- 


er singing" nor nesting as in spring and 
early summer, 
they seem 
almost as 


busy a.nd quite as numerous now as at 
any time of the year. 


There is a curious parallel between 


the conduct of birds and that of human 
beings in the matter of domestic and 
soci.-il relations. 
While the birds are 


busy with their house building or in 
hatching and rearing their young, they 
find little or no time for general social 
intercourse with their own kind, just 
as married women in the country shut 
themselves away from society and live 
only fur their children and their house- 
holds until the children are grown and 
lied1. 


When the birds are ricl of parental 


cares they emerge from their state of 
retirement, and see much of their I'el- 
iows. The ibiackbircls, for example, es- 
pecially the purple gracklc, arrive in 
flocks early in the spring", separate and 
pair, and live thus a strictly domestic 
life whi e their young are helpless, but 
return t i the sociable state when once 
more fr.-ed of household cares. 


I-'ven the robin shows a. tendency to 


revert t • the sociable state at this time 
of the year, and in the South, where 
these birds winter, they fly in tuneless 
Docks, and arc the ."pecial victims of 
the pot hunter. 
You may see (lie su- 


burban robins now in Hocks of f i f f e e n 
or twenty, 
young 
and 
old. mingk-il, 


feeding greedily on earthworms or the 
few remaining wild frui'.s, giving forth 
no sound save their cries ot warning 


or of auger. 


They seem to have lost their tame- 


ness of the early summer, and to rise- 
anil fly at the sight of a humfui being. 
'It is just possible Unit the wilder rob- 
ins of the woods and tields now visit 
suburban lawns and gardens in search 
of food, and beins unused to the nelpli- 
borbootT of human -beings, exhibit tnis 
j'ej'r at their approach. 


The L'reat flicker, or high hole, which 


is oflencr heard Dian seen durliifr much 
of the summer. Is r.o\v frequently found 
feeding on suburban lawns.

Meadow larks, however, seem 


lo go in small troops at this season. So 
the English starlings that live in the 
uypfr edge of the Bronx fly about in 
iittle flocks of from six lo ten, lighting 
in the tops of the highest trees, a habit 
which they hardly seem 
to abandon 


even in the nesting season. 


Doubtless the galhering of the birds 


in flocks is in a way premonitory of 
their southward flight, now only about 
six weeks off. The robins are Irregular 
in their lime of migration am] if the 
loming fall shall continue mild far in- 
to November, as some persons expect 
after the unusual'y cool summer, the 
robins are likely to remain here un- 
usually late.

do not. There arc- many perponn who 


simply cannot 
combine the 
two to- 


gether. 


A case is cited of a dipsomaniac who 


could 
drink 
anything 
ra'ther than 


water. She required something which 
would bite and sting, and she would 
dring red ink, or, in fact, almost any- 
thing that was acrid. 
And so some 


fruivs—at the 
outset, perhaps, unripe 


fruits—might help to remove any un- 
naturai desire for drink. 


Fruits have always been considered 


a valuable remedy for invalids suffer- 
ing from almost any kind of disease. 
Albert Broadbent, an authority on th.? 
apple, says, for instance; 


'"With rare exceptions apples are good 


for those disposed to gout and slug- 
gish liver, and for those who follow a 
sedentary life. 
The 
juice 
of apples 


without sugar will often reduce the 
acidity 
of 
the 
stomach 
becoming 


changed into the alkaline correctives, 
and thus curing sour fermentation. 


"Where unsweetened cider is used as 


a common beverage, stone, or calculus, 
is unknown; but how much better the 
fresh ripe f r u i t must be." 


Oranges, again, are used as a cure 


for 
influenza, 
especially 
in 
Florida. 


Nearly 
every 
fruit 
will 
purify 
the 


blood, partly because of the soft water 
(which takes tip more injurious mater- 
ial in the system than hard water) and 
partly because <jf its salts. 
Lemon is 


famous for this reason. 


But such fruits are by no means rich 


in proteid. 
Somewhat richer, though 


often over-estimated 
in 
this respect, 


are tigs and prunes and raisins. 
The 


banana abounds in fatty and oily ma- 
terial. 


Nuts are the 
proteid 
kings among 


fruits. 
It is on them that the apes 


maintain much of their vigor. 


Thus the almond can be thoroughly 


masticated, or else pounded or milled, 
Jt is rich in oil, as well as in proteid. 
Almonds and raisins, which are so of- 
ten taken after a full meal, are. like 
cheese, absolutely a complete meal in 
themselves; so great is our ignorance 
about food values. 


It is said of the almond; "Nut cream 


is recommended for brain workers. 
It 


is made as follows: Pound In a mortar 
or mince finely three blanched almonds, 
two walnuts, two ounces of pine ker- 
nals, steep over night in orange or lem- 
on juice. This cream should be made 
fresh daily, and may be used in the 
place of butter. 


"Milk of almonds is made of the ker- 


nels finely minced, with boiling- water 
added. Almonds roasted to the color 
of amber are delicious to eat with bis- 
cuits or bread and butter. 


"Grated in a nut mill they are good 


to serve with any kind of stewed fruit. 
They are useful medicinally, because of 
their soothing and emollient properties. 
They should always be blanched in hot 
water, the skins being indigestible." 


Good fruits should be chosen, and not 


-pulpy 
and 
fibrous 
rubbish. 
These 


fruits should 'be carefully washed and 
eaten while still fresh, if possible. 


As to the peel, some cannot digest It; 


bijt/the juice within and near the peel 
i£ valuable, and hence the peel should 
be boiled and the strained water taken 
as a drink, or at least added to some 
dish. 


The fruit cure is probably the pleas- 


antest of all cures. It has many varie- 
ties, oranges, apples and grapes being 
three oi! the best-known kinds.

JUPITER'S GREAT RED SPOT. 


No Satisfactory Explanation 
of IU 


Presence Has Ever Been Given. 


The characteristic feature of the planet 


Juj>lwr, now the chief ornament of the 
southern 
evening sky. is, as is weU 


known, a system of belts that girdle it 
In greater, or less number, particularly 
in the equator region, and which are of 
various breadths and different hues and 
intensity of color, the prevailing hue of 
the, dark belts being light salmon or tan 
while the darkest streaks are of a decid- 
ed brown. 
The monotony of .this belted 
surface is broken by the frequent appear- 
ance, of spots,, dark or 
bright, whiuh 
sometimes remain visible with but little 
change fo-r several months, and occasion- 
ally persist for more than an entire vear. 
In 1S73 a large spot made its appearance 
in. the 
planet's southern 
herriisphere, 
which soon became so re-markab-le as to 
attract the general attention of astron- 
omers and to be the subject of not a lit- 
tle speculation. Of-a pa.le violet hue when 
first seen, i-t had iri the following year 
assumed a de<?n brick-red color and was 
by far the rnost conspicuous feature of 
the planet's surface. It wfis situated just 
below the dark equatorial belt—or above, 
as the planet a.ppears in an inverting tele- 
scope. In form it was an elonga-ted oval 
having a length about equal to one-third 
of the planet's dia.meter nnd a breadth 
about one-fourth as great. 
Its actu-aJ 
Wngth was therefore about 30.000 miles. 
For two or three years the great "red 
spot," as it came to be called, remained 
with but very little change either -in form 
or color,

The 
central area Is of a pearl-white color, 
different from that of the bright central 
belt, w%lch 'Is .3'eUowish-wnite. 
No satisfactory explanation of this very 
remarkable object has even been given. 
The belts are, doubtless, -caused by clouds 
which float in the planet's atmosphere, 
effectually concealing its surface, which, 
may bo hundreds of miles b^low, an<l 
these, belts, while- they never lose tTifcir 
striking parallel arrangement .are con- 
tinually, though slowly, changing in their 
details. 
But 
this spot, unchanging in- 
form, hes no appearance of being a cloud. 
Tt is the general opinion of astronomers 
now that Jupiter is a molten and re-d-hot 
body, in a condition intermediate- between 
an earth and a sun. Is this remarkable 
spot an enormous, piece of slag, floating 
on- the molten planet, or is it a region on 
(he p-hmet that is for some reason hotter 
ihau (lie rest and dfssioaf-ps with its heat 
the clouds above U? Kaeh of these sup- 
positions has been made, as offarding a 
possible explanation of this unique phe- 
nomenon. One circumstance which com- 
plicates the cas?e is that the spot is not a 
fixture, -but drifts slowly and at -a varia- 
ble rate. Its rotation period b^lng a- trifle 
longer than thai of the planet itself.— 
Philadelphia Record.
